12th Knesset gets off 
to undignified start

MK Dov Shilansky of the Li- 
kud was yesterday elected 
Speaker of the 12th Knesset in 
the most acrimonious and undig- 
nified Knesset opening ever. 

What was to have been a fes- 
tive inauguration of the newly- 
elected legislature was marred 
by a speech from Acting Speak- 
er Yair Sprinzak (Moledet), who 
deeply offended the Arab and 
left-wing MKs, who protested 
noisily. They were later castigat- 
ed from the podium by Finance 
Minister Moshe Nissim for 
“shaming the Knesset in the 
eyes of the Israeli people and the 
entire world.” 

Shilansky, Herut's-stormy petrel, 
was elected by 64 votes to 55. He 
was supported by the entire right- 
wing and Orthodox bloc after a 
failed last- minute attempt by La- 
bour’s Moshe Shabhal to postpone 
the election of a Speaker. 

Amid pandemonium that had a 
dozen or so MKs clustered at the 
presidium table clamouring for the 
attention of Sprinzak and Knesset 
clerk Shmuel Jacobson, left-wing 
MKs did an about-turn on their dec- 
larations of allegiance. They had 
earlier amended their declarations 
in protest against Sprinzak's occu- 
pancy of the Speaker’s chair, and 
had thus disqualified themselves 
from participating in the election.

Moledet’s elderly Yair Sprinzak, 
the oldest MK in the 12th Knesset, 
made a bit of a fool of himself when 
he conducted the opening session 

yesterday. 

Buthe got a lot of help from a 
group of silly left-wing MKs, and the 
Knesset was left the loser. 

We cannot know whether the 
Knesset’s first speaker, Yosef Sprin- 
zak, turned over in his grave at the 
way his 76-year-old son conducted 
yesterday's session so clumsily.

Tt was completely out of place for 
Yair Sprinzak to expound his politi- 
cal philosophy before a captive audi- 
ence.

Feldman, arguing that the soci- 
ety's activities were similar to those 
of the Jewish women’s organization, 
Na’amat, said it also runs a day-care 
centre and a girls’ boarding school, 
makes biscuits and supports families 
whose main breadwinner was killed 
during the intifada. 

The three-justice panel suggested 
to the lawyer representing the army, 
Meni Mazouz, that several of the 
society's charitable activities be al- 
lowed to resume under supervision. 
Mazouz said the army would consid- 
er any proposal by the society — but 
only in a few months’ time. (Itim) 


New Hungarian 
Jewish group vows to 
fight anti-Semitism 


BUDAPEST (AFP) -- Some 600 
people founded a ‘Federation for 
the Support of Jewish Culture in 
Hungary™ here on Sunday, vowing 
to combat anti-Semitism. 

“Anti-Semitism is spreading in 
Hungary.” Endre Rozsa, a member 
of the group's 18-member steering 
committee, told a press conference 
here. 

“It has always been strong, but at

After jail sentencing 


IDF cook kills 
officer and self

An IDF cook, ina fit of rage after 
being sentenced to jail, yesterday 


shot and mortally wounded an offi- 
cer and wounded a woman soldier 
before the rifle on himself. 


Both the officer, Segen Yair Levi, 
and the cook, Torai Yitzhak Halfon, 
died of their wounds before they 
could be taken to hospital. 


Levi's secretary, Perla Vidovich, 
19, of Sderot, was hospitalized with 
light wounds at Soroka Medical 
Centre in Beersheba. 


The incident took place yesterday 
morning at a base in the Arava after 
Halfon was sentenced to 21 days in 
jail in a disciplinary hearing. Eye- 
witnesses said Halfon, 20, was furi- 
ous when he ieft the room in which 
he was tried. He took his rifle, an M- 
16, and started back toward the of- 
fice of the officer who tried him. In 
an apte-room he shot a burst of 
automatic fire, hitting Vidovich in 
the arm and shoulder. He then fired 
another burst, wounding Levi, be- 


fore leaving the office and shooting 
himself. 


Military sources emphasized that 
Levi, 22, of Holon, an adjudant off- 
cer, was not Halfon’s commanding 
officer and not the officer who sen- 
tenced him. The sources did not say 
what Halfon was tried for. 

Levi was elevated posthumously 
to the rank of seren (captain). 

The army refused to disclose 
whether Halfon had a history of 
emotional or behaviour probiems.

handled the burial as saying the 
body showed no signs of hanging. 
The neck was not broken but there 
were strange red and black dots on 
the throat. 

Bhutto says she “tended to be- 
lieve” a report that her father had 
been knocked out during a fight 
with military officers trying to make 
him sign a confession hours before 
his execution was due. The dots 
could have been caused by a trache- 
Otomy as part of a failed attempt to 
revive him. 

The official version is that Zulfi- 
kar Ali Bhutto, overthrown in a mil- 
itary coup by the late general Mo- 
hammad Zia ul-Haq in 1977, was 
hanged for marder on April 4. 1979. 

In one of the most dramatic sec- 
tions of the 320-page book, Benazir 
Bhutto recalls how she awoke in 
terror at the police training camp 
where she and her Iranian mother, 
Nusrat, were being detained, about 
the time her father died in a Rawal- 
pindi jail. “I couldn't breathe, didn’t 
want to breathe. Papa. Papa. I felt 
cold, so cold, in spite of the heat, 
and couldn't stop shaking.”

THE international community must be puz- 
zled to learn what it is that, moore than any- 
thing else. is holding up the formation of a 
new coalition government in the Jewish state 
today: the attempted differentiation between 
Jewish converts to whom the Law of Retum 
May apply, and those to whom it may not. 

The Orthodox-party bloc, riven by divisions 
though it is. has long been united in its insis- 
tence that only geatiles converted ka-halacha, 
or according to Jewish rabbinical law, or more 
precisely by ordained Orthodox rabbis, 
should be certified as converts for the purpose 
of the Law of Return. Non-Jews converted by 
Reform or Conservative rabbis would thus be 
put on notice that they need not apply for 
aliya to Israel nor for the resultant automatic 
acquisition of Israeli citizenship. 

With its bargaining power nearly doubled in 
the last Knesset election, the bloc has been 
able to make the demand for the inclusion of 
the magic word ka-halacha a prime condition 
of its crucial support in the formation of a new 
government. 

That specific demand has been made only 
by the ultra-Orthodox Agudat Yisrael and, 
initially. by the National Religious Party; but 
in ultimative terms. Two other ultra-Ortho- 
dox parties, Shas and Degel Hatora, have 
been plugging for an alternative method of 
legislation which, so they believe, has a better 
chance of getting through the Knesset and of 
winning the approval of the High Court of 
Justice: an amendment to the Conversion Law 
making it applicable to foreign conversions as 
well. In substantive terms, the Shas and Degel 
Hatora alternative is the same as the Aguda 
measure. but under a different name. 

Judging by reports from the coalition-nego- 
tiating chambers, the Orthodox camp has al- 
ready more or less won its battle. Yitzhak 
Shamir at one point agreed to get the Who's a 
Jew amendment enacted within six weeks of 
the ‘installation of the new government, and 
the revised Conversion Law shortly there- 
after. Shimon Peres, previously a leading op- 
ponent of Who's a Jew. followed suit, with the 
proviso that Labour's central committee must 
approve the deal. 

Although Mr. Peres has since then staged a 
turnabout, of sorts, the damage he did cannot 


easily be undone. He has supplied Mr. Shamir 


. with whatever justification the Likud leader 


needed to knuckle under to Orthodoxy, even 

against his better judgment. That the outgoing 

and future premier is not too happy to do so is, 
plain enough. For he can readily appreciate 

the disastrous impact which the passage of the 

promised Who's a Jew legislation, in whichev- 

er form, is likely to have on world Jewry. 

World Jewry today is not, by and large. 
Orthodox, and certainly not ultra-Orthodox. 
American Jews, who are predominantly Con- 
servative and Reform, have accepted as a fact 
of life Israel's grant of a virtual monopoly to 
Orthodoxy intemally, notably in the area of 
personal law. Their basic loyalty to and in- 
valuable support of Israel has not been dented 
even by the ruthlessness with which Israel's 
own small Reform and Conservative commu- 
nities have been hounded by the country's 
religious establishment. 

But now the increasingly haredized, and 
increasingly non- if not anti-Zionist Ortho- 
doxy, is set, partly on instructions from the 
world leader of Habad in Brooklyn, to use the 
legal machinery of Israel, a state of law not 
halacha, in order to re-establish its long-lost 
worldwide status as the sole ‘arbiter of the 
tight interpretation of Judaism. On the face of 
it, the effect of such assertion of Orthodox 
hegemony will only affect a tiny handful of 
non-Orthodox converts seeking to make aliya 
to Israel. But in fact it would imply a collective 

de-legitimation of Conservative and Reform 
Jewry, its rabbis and teachers, its religious 
practices, and its readings of Judaism. 

Only the maliciously ignorant could expect 
Diaspora Jews, including many of the Ortho- 
dox among them, to take such an insult lying 
down merely because it comes funnily -dis- 
guised as necessary defence against a tidal 
wave of assimilation; to take the insult, and to 
continue their moral, political and financial 
support of the Jewish state as if nothing has 
happened. This, they have now plainly, if 
politely, stated, they will not do. 

Israel stands ‘duly warned. Israel's national 
interest demands that the warning be given 
due heed. The question is whether the new 
Israel Government will be capable of under- 
standing. that.

GARDENER’S CORNER / Walter Frankl. 


The hanging gardens of... 


A FASCINATION with hanging 
plants has pursued us ever since the 
Hanging Gardens of Babylon were 
created for the legendary Assyrian 
Queen Semiramis in ancient times. 
In Israel today, as elsewhere, they 
add beauty and grace to many pri- 
vate homes and public buildings. 
both indoors and outdoors. 

A great variety of plants are ideal 
for hanging. Attractive displays use 
not only natural trailers like English 
ivy (kissus in Hebrew) and the wax 
plant (Hoya camosa, batsheva), but 
also plants that spread, such as the 
prayer plant (maranta). and cascad- 

, drooping like ferns and 
spider plants | ‘{chlorophytum., yirca). 
‘Also attractive are rosette plants 
like the African violet, and the more 
erect form of flowering azalea. Plan 
for flowers throughout the year, in- 
terspersed with evergreens, such as 
different species of asparagus. 

Hanging geraniams of different 
colours with cascading, fragrant 
freesias make a very attractive pro- 

¢ for spring and should be 
planted now, in late autumn. The 
freesias, which will fade in April, 
should be followed by petunias. ta- 
getes, ageratum, lotus and trailing 
lobelias. In February, nasturtium 
seeds could be added for a bright 
show in early summer. 

Any living thing transferred to a 
,hew environment undergoes a peri- 
od of adjustment. For a plant going 
into a hanging basket, this usually 
means getting used to a dryer atmo- 
sphere and reduced light level when 
the basket is hung indoors. 

The range of plants available for 
home use includes many that are 
well able to thrive in these condi- 
tions, though they may often be pro- 
duced in quite different environ- 
ments. Initially, the plant’s leaves 
lose water more rapidly than they 
did when it was growing in the nuxs- 
ery. Seedlings newly planted in bas- 
kets may lose a few mature leaves, 
but will recover quickly if watered 
regularly. A daily spray with tap 
water is always beneficial. 


Your home offers plants a variety 
of climates. Some areas get lots of 
sun and extra warmth, while some 
are always cool and shady. Make 
use of these differences when select- 
ing plants. 

Hanging baskets are easy to con- 
struct. You buy a bowl-like, medi- 
um-sized plastic flowerpot and a 
convenient three-armed plastic 
hanger. Cover the drainage holes 
with flat stones, and fill the pot with 
ready-mixed garden soil. All these 
ingredients are available at garden 
centres and oursery shops. 

If your budget is tight, use inex- 
pensive, easy- plants like the 
wandering Jew (tradescantia or ze- 
brina). There are many species -- 
one with dark green foliage, flower- 
ing white or blue; one with green- 
white striped leaves, and a third spe- 
cies, a fast-growing, pink-flowering 
trailer with silver-banded leaves and 
glowing purple undersides. 

The purple heart (Setcreasia pur- 
purea) is similar to the wandering 
Jew. It has broader, purple foliage 
and thrives rapidly in full sun, but 
grows quite well in partial shade 
too. It is sensitive to cold. Also easy 
to grow is the decorative cascading 
spider plant (Chlorophytum como- 
sum, yirca), which has white-green 
Janceolet leaves and produces long- 
stemmed plantlets. When these: get 
to about 10 cm., they may be re- 
moved with a clean cut and planted 
in a basket. 

You can probably get cheap 
plants free from 8 neighbour or 
friend, but for expensive ones you'll 
need to take a trip to a nursery. 
Kangaroo ivy (Cissus antarctica, 
Ῥ ΩΝ which, has big, saw-toothed 
leaves on flexible stems, tolerates 
dry air and soil and can be allowed 
to dry for a few days. If the plant 
isn’t pruned every month, it can eas- 
ily escape and go climbing up and 
down everywhere it reaches. 

My kangaroo ivy has been grow- 
ing in a medium-sized basket for 
more than three years and always 
has nice green leaves and pinkish 


young sprouts. I’ve never seen any 
flowers on it, but it is quite decora- 
tive. 

Once, when I was away for a long- 
ish time, it reached the ground of 
my balcony, from where it climbed 
over shrubs and trees up to a higher 
balcony. where an angry neighbour 
removed it. 

The creeping fig (Ficus A precy 
thrives well in partial or full 
A decorative dark green ivy agar 
small leaves, the Hedera helix or 
“needlepoint” (kissus nanassi) 
grows well in full light or partial 
shade. Side sprouts may be removed 
for propagation. Another plant suit- 
able for hanging baskets is the trail- 
ing pothos or devil's ivy (scindap- 
Sus). It needs extra peat, and can 
also be kept indoors. 

One of the best ways to grow a 
healtby pothos, if you don’t want it 
in a hanging basket, i is the so-called 
“moss stick.” A pipe of about 3-5 
cm. in diameter, covered with a lay- 
er of dry moss held in place by plas- 
tic string, is inserted into the middle 
of a medium-sized flower pot al- 
ready containing a well-established 
and thriving pothos. The moss on 
the stick must be kept permanently 
moist -- best done by daily tea 

ying. When the pothos reaches 
pee of about 40 cm., it should 
be tied to the stick. Ready-to-use 
moss sticks in different lengths are

SOME KIND of New Age is in 
the process of dawning. Yes, 
dawning this very afterncon! 
Or else, as is being said in en- 
tirely different circles. the sun 
is setting on a doomed era: yes, 
setting this very morning! 

Such pronouncements have 
been common for millennia. 
Golden Ages are frequently 
anticipated, until now all have 
been false; while Dark ones 
have arrived through history, 
usually without benefit of fore- 
cast. 

Here in our little plot of Mes- 
siahland, we're especially given 
to flights of rapture and doom. 
In the only western-oriented 
democracy in the Middle East, 
everybody can have his say and 
his parochial newspaper; while 
our non-western political struc- 
ture invests, as we know to our 
sorrow, all sorts of dawn- 
watchers with power out of all 
proportion to their numbers. 

And let's not forget the high- 
level, many-faceted hysteria to 
which we're so prone. Why this 
is so prevalent, even among 
those who originated in cooler 
climes, will not be investigated 
today. 

Instead, we are going to re- 
open The papel of the Gold- 
en Age, a provocative little 
book, only 146 pages, including 
index and bibliography. I wrote 
abont it soon after it was pub- 
lished in 1969 (by the Ameri- 
can Museum of Natura! Histo- 
ry.) I even heard the author, 
Gunther Stent, lecture at the 
Weizmann Institute. But who 
can remember back that far, 
given all the i intervening dawns 
and dusks 

Put very priefly, the thesis of 
the book, which is subtitled A 
View of the End of Progress, is 
that we are coming to the end 
of “progress” in the sense of 
basic research in the sciences 
and of creativity in all the arts. 
Drugs and widespread leisure, 
yes. It's all carefully qualified, 
and it's all based on the “'self- 
limiting " nature of human pro- 
gress and the inevitable disap- 
pearance of “Faustian Man.”

Ah 1967-9! Ah beatniks and 
hippies! Burnt-out cases are 
still around; but who could 
have foreseen that they'd be 
followed by yuppies, and that 
religious fundamentalism, 
spreading even-handedly over 
all three monotheistic 
branches, would make up an- 
other growing camp! 

PROFESSOR STENT is not 
a social historian at all but a 
distinguished professor of mo- 
lecular biology. At the time be 
wrote Golden Age, he taught 
at the University of California 
in Berkeley, where he also held 
an appointment as professor of 
arts and sciences. 

The Coming of the Golden 
Age grew out of two academic 
lectures wich the title “That 
Was the Molecular Biology 
That Was.” The first half of 
this book is about molecular 
genetics, and thus not easy go- 
ing for the general reader. The 
author classifies scientific histo- 
ry, like that of literature, into 
Classic, Romantic, Dogmatic 
and Academic Periods. (Good, 
too, for a classification of Zion- 
ist history?) 

Oh dear. ['ve just been dis- 
tracted from this romp through 
rarefied references by the ar- 
Tival of a new team of repair- 
men, the third, to fix a leak in 
my roof. The second team, 
rudely criticizing the first, seem 
to have used a form of tar re- 
sembling chocolate syrup and it 
stopped up a huge length of 
drainpipe. Similar experiences 
have convinced me that the 
march of technology (not to be 
confused with science) was not 
soon to bring us undreamed-of 
push-button conveniences; 
building standards here, as 
elsewhere, are for various rea- 
sons a descent from former, 
better ages. 

But wasn't Stent perhaps 
right in seeing things as some- 
thing beyond the old War of 
the Sons of Darkness against 
the Sons of Light (assuming the 
sides managed to get their acts 
together)? Certainly he was on 
the button in noting “the defla- 
tion of expertise” in the social 
sciences (not to mention roof 
Tepairs), with economics and 
sociology becoming more “am- 
biguous and impressionistic.”

Unsexy Douglas 


SEX-SYMBOL actor and producer 
Michael Douglas, recently seen as 
an adulterous husband and a cut- 
throat financier, seems set to sur-

Not only has Douglas switched 
from adult cinema to a family film 
about the young heroine of Johanna 
Spyri's classic 1880 children's novel.

Douglas rejects suggestions that 
he should have shot the film in Swit- 
zerland or used some Swiss actors in 
the production: “There is no point 
in getting nationalistic about this,” 
he said. 

You 
could say she is...one of Switzer- 
land's greatest exports.” 

This view is shared by Austrian 
co-producer Norbert Blecha, who 
sees. the choice of location as a 
chance to boost both the country’s

. Courage Mountain has al-

Schladming and has 

provided off-season

Spyri’s original novel was made 
into a film in 1937 starring Shirley 
Temple as an eight-year-old Heidi 
who was portrayed as living on a 
mountain with her grandfather. 
Courage Mountain takes up the sto- 
ty several years later. 

“Our Heidi is a few years older 
and has been sent to a school for 
orphans in Italy,” Blecha explains. 
“Then World War I breaks out and 
she saves four orphans and takes 
them across the Alps to her grandfa-~ 
ther in Switzerland.” The grandfa- 
ther’s house is part of the village 
constructed above the Uralm -- a 
cluster of huts and grazing pasture in 
the mountains.

AN ELDERLY RECLUSE seems 
an unlikely star of ἃ one-man play.

A monodrama about Israel's fiery 
former prime minister will premiere 
at the Israel Festival this spring. 
Written by veteran Davar journalist 
Amnon Dankner. the script com- 
bines documented fact with the 
playwright's extrapolations and 
assumptions. 

Dankner's interest in Begin began 
in the early vears of the state. Grow- 
ing up as a child in downtown Jeru- 
salem, he and his friends enjoyed 
collecting autographs from Knesset 
members as they made their way to 
and from the old Knesset building 
on Rehov King George. 

“We ranked the MKs by how nice 
they were to children,” Dankner re- 
called, noting that some refused to 
sign and told the youngsters that 
they should be studying. Begin was 
one of their favourites, always tak- 
ing time to pat each child on the 
head and ask their names. 

Dankner’s admiration has not 
been dampened by the fact that he 
rarely agreed with any of Begin‘s 
policies. During Begin’s years at the 
country’s helm, Dankner wrote 
searing critiques and satires.

ONE NOTICEABLE result of glas- 
nost has been a heavy dosage of 
news about the stirring cinema in- 
dustry behind the disintegrating 
Iron Curtain. For instance, former 
dissident Ephraim Sevela, expelled 
from the Soviet Union in 1971, re- 
cently returned there in triumph 
bringing with him a film about the 
Holocaust. 

Sevela was one of 24 men and 
women who occupied the offices of 
the Supreme Soviet in 1971 to draw 
attention to the plight of his fellow 
refuseniks. To his surprise, he and 
18 of the other protestors were given 
silanes to emigrate to Israel:'He 

aght in the Yom Kippur War and 
two years afterwards went to the 
States. 

His film Lullaby was shot on loca- 
tion in Poland and chronicles the 
lives of three Jewish children during 
the Holocaust. “It’s a Jewish film 
from beginning to end, and is now 
being shown in a country where 
Jews were thought to be devils,” 
Sevela told an American reporter in 
Moscow. “Isn’t that remarkable?” 

At its screening at Moscow’s 
House of Writers for 700 viewers 
crowded in the 600-seat hall, Lulla- 
by received a 10-minute standing 
ceation followed by a two-hour de- 
bate on the film. 

There are other remarkable as- 
pects to Lullaby. It was produced by 
Hany Kamal, a veteran of the Egyp- 
tian army, and the final $100,000 
needed to make the movie came 
from a Syrian, Hassan Balit. Most of 
the funding, however, came from 
Soviet Jewish immigrants ἐπ the 
United States and West Germany. 
“Tt is difficult to -break into the 
American film industry,” said Se- 
vela, explaining the unorthodox fi- 
nancial sources for Lullaby.

WHEN HIS SON announced that 
he wasn’t really interested in cele- 
brating his bar mitzva, David Solo- 
mons, then living in England, didn’t 
know what to do. Then, there was 
an almost miraculous turnabout 
when his son came home from 
school enthusing about something 
called the BBC Domesday Project. 

His encounter with what turned 
out to be a compater simulation 
game using vidéodiscs had made 
him investigate his own roots; what 
he had learnt had given the bar 
mitzva rite meaning and a context of 
tradition. It had thrust him into 
questioning where he came from, 
who his grandparents were and what 
they'd come from. Three months 
later he changed his mind and, in 
due course, had bis bar mitzva. 

Solomons, a film producer, real- 
ized that the educational potential 
of such a scheme was immense; it 
could be of tremendous value in Is- 
rael and the Diaspora in teaching 
and stimulating interest in cultural 
and religious heritage. He ap- 
proached Jerusalem-based Jonathan 
Lubell of Scopus Films, best known 
for its Animated Haggada et al.

Depending on the choice 
you make, you then face another list 
of decisions, and another, and 


another. 

With each choice, various graph- 
ics, including photographs and 
maps, appear On screen. Using the 
‘mouse’ control pad you can walk 
down a street in Vilkaviskis, and 
then, for instance, ‘design’ a typical 
home of a 1930s Lithuanian Jew. 
You are presented with a selection 
of doors, windows, etc. Each time 
you make a choice, you are told 
whether it is in keeping with that 

time and culture. 

The images are all contained on ἃ 
videodisc, a sort of LP-size compact 
disc which holds still and moving 
pictures, maps. information, etc. It 
is interactive in the sense that the 
user determines the direction it goes 
in. 

But where does the deluge of nec- 
essary material, the huge data-base, 
come from -- the pictures, statistics, 
maps, and film? That is where phase 
1 of the project comes in, the ‘in- 
gathering of the information.” 

Agreements have been reached with 
various archives “‘around the

project is meant for, 


THEY WILL BE provided with 
packs which include software. train- 
ing materials on how to interview 
people, guidelines on conducting re- 
search, various forms to complete, 
photos to take, and competitions to 
encourage their participation. The 
process will give the children a deep- 
er insight into their own culture and 
into other cultures through their 
contemporaries’ experiences. 

The gathered information will 
then be collated, using the system 
developed by the BBC's Domesday 
Project wherby two million ‘pages’ 
of data. much of it supplied by Brit- 
ish schoolchildren, were put on two 
videodiscs to give a picture of 1980s 
Britain. Committees of experts -- 
from the pedagogic and technical 
worlds — will be involved through- 
out, continually evaluating how the 
project is running. Finally, the data 
will be entered into school comput- 
ers and processed to produce the 
videodisc. 

Earlier this year Lubell and Solo- 
Mons spent seven weeks in the U.S. 
and Bntain, where they demonstrat- 
ed the project to a number of educa- 
tional organizations. Solomons said 
that several foundations are intei- 
ested in the project. The team are 
now ready to launch a pilot scheme 
of Numbers 2000. it will be tested in 
five or six schools, two in Israel, the 
rest somewhere in the Diaspora.

A Canadian cultural bridge to Israel 


THE CANADA-ISRAEL Cultural 
Foundation recently celebrated its 
25th anniversary, with Isaac Stern as 
its godfather, Israel’s cultural cen- 
tres as its godchildren, and the mot- 
to, borrowed from Aura Herzog, 
that “culture is Israel's bridge to the 
world.” 

The foundation is ran almost en- 
trely by volunteers, except for a 
dedicated secretary who works well 
beyond her allotted hours. This:

most entirely to the foundation’s 
causes.

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O REGULATION: This is clearly an agonizing issue for accountants 
the world over. Who should regulate the profession, that's the big 
uestion. The obvious answer, for them at least, is that they themselves 
should. But it seems that that view won't wash anymore, and the move to 
“multi-disciplinary" firms (see below) means that accountants may well 
end up not knowing what their firms are actually doing, since they will be 
involved in so many new things. How can the profession define itself 
narrowly enough to regulate itself? The foreigners made it clear that, in 
the outside world at least, it can’t, and therefore regulation is going to 
have to involve far more cooperation with government, other professions 
and other accountancy bodies around the world. 

DO “THE EXPECTATIONS GAP,” ἃ sub-category of regulation and 
another in concept in accountancy, refers to the fact that the general 
public is fed up with “creative accounting” that allows firms, and even 
governments, to fudge their figures, aided and abetted by accountants’ 
willing to pronounce the resulting mess as kosher. In Israel, we met this 
syndrome in the bank-share regulation and various subsequent, lesser, 
scandals. The public expects accountants to be the arbiters of financial 
rectitude, while the accountants simply want to do their job, take their 
fee and make a living.

Kohlberg Kravis Roberts and Co.

$94 a share in a bid worth roughly

Egypt’s recognition of Palestinian 
State may undercut Taba progress

Recent progress on the Taba dispute may be 
endangered at tomorrow's inner cabinet meet- 
ing, which is to discuss Egypt's recognition of 
the independent Palestinian state, sources in 
Jerusalem said last night.
